VL An Account of !Balls of Hair taken from the Uterus 
and Ov2LThoffeyeral Women 3 hy A#. James Yonge^ 
F.(2^,5. Communicated to Dr. Hans Sloine^ ^.S. Seer. 

N Novemkr 1705, I was call'd to deliver a Woman 50 
Years old, who bad 4 Days laboured in vain to bring 
forth her firft Child : The Head, being too big for the 
Paflage, ftuck immoveable at the Os pubis *^ fo that I 
could neither faften a Crochet, nor draw it out by a 
Cupping-Glafs fixt to the Scalp with an Air Pump. 

In this Extremity I direfted my Son to open theChilds 
Head, and take out all the Brains, with fo much of the 
Scull as he could 3 and then by a Cord faftned round the 
Neck with a Nooze^ to pull it out, which was foon and 
cafily done* 

The Child was Corrupted and ftunk much, fo did the 
Lochia^ which flowed three Weeks ; foon after they cea- 
fed, the Menfirua appeared, and the Woman went abroad : 
About fix Weeks after her Delivery, fhe was feized with 
violent Convulfions, and Hyftcricfc Firs, which lafted near 
three Days 5 when a painful Tumor arofe in the left fide 
of her Belly, which ended in an Eruption of white thick 
Matter near a Pint, with fmall Knobs of a Subftance like 
the Yolk of boiled Eggs : All Symptoms immediately va- 
nifht, only (he complained of the great Hollownefs where 
the Tumor had been. 
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Four Days after this, the like Swelling tppeafclon thd 
right fide of her Belly^ which continoed with a fmall 
ikm of Matter about five or fix Monih% |a defpigbt of 
the mmj Remedies. I aied toture her* 

About that time there appeared in tlie P^^^#^^ a 
Bunch of fomethiog like greafy Wool^, which being drawn 
forih^ proved a Bali, or Wad of Hair, the bignefs of a 
Turkeys Egg^ immerfed in an llnduous Slime ^ adhering 
on one fide to m Membrane fo large-a%the Palm of a Mans. 
Hand : And in the midft of it a fealj Pf ramidal Bone re- 
fembling a fplit Tootli. The Tumor funk upon this, and 
the Fluor ceafed immediatelf, and feer Lunary Flux 
(which all this while had not appeared) flowed as ufual^ 
tnd fhe continueth in perfeft Health ever fince, full

You will herewith receive the Membrane, (fomewhat 
drunk and dry^) together with the Bone, and Bdlimlm^ 
to lay before the fi. 5#mi/, whofe Sentiments I {h# 
humbly wait to know. The Bone is perfeftly fuch, fo 
il the Hair, being fine, foft^ and indifferently ftrong, o£ 
no great length, of a light brown Coiour, intangled like 
a parcel of Combings. 
£f.Hoor/^ This Cafe, though rare and extraordinary^ hath fome* 
"'" --''-^ ^1^^^ hapned to others- That Famous Naturalift Dr* I/- 
fm^ who hath fo much obliged the World by his La- 
boors and Difcoveries^ tell os, That in N^mmkr i6jg. 
he diffefted a young Gentlewomtn:^ and found the right 
Tefticle, or Ovurmm, fwoln into two Bags, alraoft fobig 
■as a Mans Head, full of a pate Semm-^ in -which floated ft- 
veral Lumps of a foft fat Matter, which diiTolved in part 
when put into hot Water. One of thofe Pieces was half 
fo big as a Man s Fift, in which lay a great deal of Haif 
(as there did thougk not fo plentifully in all the reft) of 
a Silver Colour, foft, ine, ftrong, and above two Foot 
long I it was not fatten d to, nor feemed to grow from 
any part, but lay intangled in this. Matter^ and in it a

Another tiriie dilfeaing a Wo/naii forty Tears old, he 
fi!rund near the Vtems, a Bag fa big,#$ a Jarge Turkey- 
Egg, and in it a fatty Subftance, t%e tbM above mentio- 
ned, with a great quantity of light fpft HairTaftned to a 
fleftiy Subftance : Within this Cyjih a B^ne, in fome fort 
refembling a Mandible, having (everal Sockets, in which 
were feated there DenUs M&l^res^ or Grinder Teeth, and 
a fourth not yet quite grown out. 

The Learned and Inqpifiei\'e Doctor Gres? tells us, That Muf. R.s. 
in yam A^fmm lyQth fuch another Tooth, found byp*»f- 
Dr. Tjfiffy after the fame manner. And the Dactor him- 
felf tells us, nbifupray That the great Dr. Needham found 
a Tooth and Hair in the Ovarium oi a dead Woman. And 
Ik. R. H(Pok (whofe Death I have a thoufand Reafoiis to 
lament) faith. That Dr. Samfm found the like in two 
great Globofe Tumors depending on, or rather parts of 
the extended Omrinm^ wrapt U4) in diflblvible and inflam* 
raaWe fat, ot a yellow Colour. 

About ten Years fince, Sit Andrew I^iTit (whonow ly- 
eth in the Bed of Honour) gave me a fmall Bunch of 
Hair, being part -of what had been found in the Belly of 
a young Woman at Deal^ by Mr* Jof. Nich&h a Surgeon 
thi5re,5 1 fend you tiiat Hair, with a Qiort Hiftory of ir, 
by leave from the kind Hand who lately imparted it to 
me. 

A. D. 1696. A Virgin of thirty fell into a Periodi- 
cal Fev<?r, and afterward a total fuppreiTion of her Meu- 
fhmay which was focMi followed with a Pain and Tumor 
in the right fide of her Belly, which grew and encreafed, 
mangre all the Remedies advifed by the Neighbouring 
Phyficians, till it became bigger and harder than that of 
a Woman in her laft Month. When it had grown a full 
Ifear, it began to foften, and then the CenforiQus People 
who fiifpcded her Honefty/ thouglK her in a^p^o.piico 



At fifteen Months end, the Belly was fodift ended, that it 
fecmed ready to Burft 5 which made the Patient defire the 
Phyiiciansto advife Mr. JNkhh to make the Paracentefis t^ 
but ail were furprkedy when inftead of Water there rulh- 
ed out a pint and hM of fweec vvell-digefted Matter : 
The next Day he let^at as much more, and then perceir 
ved Hair four or fi\*e Inches long iffue forth with the 

Matter, bat fo faftned in the Infide, that he could not 
pull them out, the Woman complaining he would draw 
out a piece ot her Belly. 

She lived but four Days after the Operation 5 and on 
Diffedion of her Belly there was found ten Quarts of the 
fame Matter which flowed through the Tap hole, and in 
it floating a Lump of Hair fo big as an Halfpenny Loaf, 
wrapt up in a fatty Matter, from which being cleanfed, 
it weighed full half an Ounce, On the Right fide of the 
Womb he found a Protuberance bigger than a large 
Walnut, from which the Hair grew eight Inches long 5 
that Tumor, or rather the Ovary being feparated from the 
Matrix^ there was found in it a perfeft Dog-Tooth fock- 
cted in a Bone of a triangular Figure, in which another 
Tooth was growing 5 tiie Bone had a Perioftwm on it 
furrounded with Fkfh, faftned at the Calvaria to the 
Scull 

It you defire to fee thofe things, or to have a more 
particular account of this Diflfeftion, Mr. Nichoh will 
oblige you with the fame freedom and readinefs he hath 
done your Servant. 

My Patient's Cafe hath two Difficulties in it which 1 
cant get over, viz. How thefe Subftances got in where 
they lodged > And how they got out thence by the way 
they did ? Without doubt they were neftedin or near the 
Tefticle \ the place of Tumor and Pain, and the many 
Anatomical Difcoveriesmade by thofe great Philofophers 
I have quoted, doev'n demonftrate it : They could not 
be conveyed into that Bowel, and muft therefore be made

Such Philofophers who call thofe extraordinary Appear* 
anc^$ Lnfus JN/i^/^^^^ fecmlike thofe of old, who wearied 
in their Natural Searches by fome puzling Difficulty, take 
Refuge in: Words, afcribing the . Caufe of Things which 
they can't difcover or difcern, to Occult Qualities, &c. 
If they mean by Lufus Natum, the Sport or Recreation of 
Nature, they- accufc her who doth nothing in vain, and 
is the AjLithor^pf all the Order, Beauty and Benefits we 
enjpy, as delighting to make MQnftrous,Defornied,Ufelefs 
and Mifchievous Things 5 Things preternatural and con- 
trary to Nature, becaufe deftroying its b^ft Works, 
Man. 

If by it thef mean that Nature being on the Work of 
Geperation, miftook, fifkd, or was difappointedj and 
infteadof forming an Emhrjo ot Fc^tus^ m^d^ji Cha&s, 
turni*d into, a confused Lump of Bone^ Fat, Hair and 
Membranes, the* Materials or Elements of AnimaLBodies, 
they greatly err 3 for in all fueh A6l^s of Nature, the Col* 
tion. of both Sexes is required, according to the old, or 
either of the new Hypothefes de jQe/^eratlo/ie Animal. 
which in the Girl of Deal wm wantiog^die being found, 
upon a very nice and drift Scrutiny of Jealous Eyes, to 
die a Virgin, and Cntaft. 

We are told by many Authors of the beft Credit, That 
great Quantities of Hair have been found in all the Parts 
ot Humane Bodies, the Fluids not excepted- Dr. lyfou 
did, about twenty Years fince^ publjfb^ large Col leaioa 
from them. That Penetrating Eye, beyond the Ken of 
which fcarce any thing in Nature is concealed, reafons 
like a Philofopher, on the Nature and Produftionof Hair 
in Human Bodies, Living or Dead 5 efpecially in thofe 
Part^we are writing of: but the Teeth and Bones (lem too 
hard, even for fo acute an Inveftigator/ lie haUi indeed 
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given US fome vetj fine Thoughts, and Iiigeiiious Con- 
jed^ores concerning their Origin and Produftioo.3 and 
perhaps iie may by this time have difcovered more clearly 
ilieir Caafes. If this Paper of mine occafion his. divulge 
ipg rhofe Sentiments, how proud Chall I be of the Mid- 
wifery ! 

This is the only Difficulty all thofe Stories I have told 
from others are incumbred with ^ but mine hath another 
00 lefs hard to refolve* It's obvious how thofe things 
v/ere got out of the Women that dyed 5 but my Patient, 
who furvived the Evacuation, puzleth r&e to find the 
Du&Mf per ^em for fuch a Lump to pafs from without 
the Womb into the Fulva^ It was certainly lodged with- 
cut tliQ'Vtmms^ But which way could fuch a Lump of 
greafj Hair, with a Bone, and a large Membrane adhe» 
f log, pafi into it ? I know none but the Tnha Bdloftand 3 
but the Orifice of that into the Womb is fb fmall, that 
It fometimes wont admit an Egg no bigger than a Corn of 
Pepper to pafs : Whence thofe Conceptions which are 
made in that Trunk are occafioned. It will diftend very 
largely, fo as to hold a big Foetus 5 but where it is in- 
ferred to the Matrix, the Foramen is too narrow for 
Subftances of fuch Magnitude to pafs, unlefs fome very 
extraordinary Accident expanded it 5 and what that can 
bcj I can't apprehend* 
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
